In sections of the country iiku Kentucky, where there is always 
a surplus production of foodstuifH, live stock, tobacco, etc., trade thlH 
fall cannot fail to be brisk. When money is plentiful, people spend 
it freely. Tiiia makes for extraordinary demands for evei^rthing, 
high prices and good profits. * ■ 

If money is not plentiful in the United States, in all channels 
of trade, during the ensuing months, and maybe for some years, it 
will be because the people will hoard it to H degree never heloie 
-known. Bfllions of dollars will be spent in this country for food and 
supplies of all sorts for the armies in Europe. In nddition to this, our 
own govemmeut, for the lirst lime in over a quarter of u ceiil in y, will 
be rairing a great army and building a tremendons navy, and prepnr 
ing for war on a Inrgo scale. This ;ilso will place into circulation huge 
sums of money which heretofore have not been available in ordinary 
channels of trade. This money will naturally flow in all dircotiouK 
and wherever p(oi)le have supplies of any, description tojwll there 
will be good markets.

The following is the account of the 
big Are at Lexington yesterday as told 
by the Herald: 

Fire sweeping like a monster hurrl- 

tane dislroyed bnsiiiess houses on 
both sides of Chnreii street and the 
north side of Short street from Umc- 
stone to Upper streets and left nearly 
the entirtf block in a mass ot ruins 
early this morning. The complete 
block\of buildings, of estimated value 
loialling $600,000, was left tn a mass 
of wreckage. 

The Porter-Jaekson livery building, 
'here the Are started, was left In 
M\xM{ the new Eagle Lodge building, 
owned by A. B. Jones, was destroyed 
except for the ruins of the brick walls: 
iei rirk Lodge building was caught in 
the spreading wing of flame and burn- 
(1 like paper, the upper part of which 
caught flrst, a complete loss. The 
First Presbyterian church on Market 
ftieet was burning fast. 

Wlien tile fire had hacked on Short 

icil anil llic Lexington Hold Iniild- 
ing and Hniith-Watklns-Darnab^ Com- 
pany's buildings wer« caught from the 
lerrick Lodge building. 

The fire started of unknown origin 
ia the Porter-.Iaek8on livery stable 
. nd roared its deslrnclinn before a call 
'as sent In. 

Shortly before 5 o'clock, when it 
•Mipeared the flamea were under con- 
trol, although the (Ire still raged 
fil l cely, it was estimated the loss will 
icaeli $500,000. The greater pail of 
one ol the moat valuable blocks of the 
eii.\ was almost razed, but a few build- 
lugs fringing the Upper street side, 
suffering onljf from flying sparks, 
smoke and water. 

In the center of the block a men 
sli r I'uniace i-aged. While Ilie llaiiies 
were consuming the Snilth-Watkln- 
Dariiaby building, boxes, of powder 
and bulleu exploded, crashing down 
several walls, while small caliber bul 
lets flew about In the wreckage. Walls 
crumbled and crashed down willi a 
rna V. 

The lire department was called out 
by George ColHs, a Greek restaurant 
operator. Collis was going home 
from work and heard two negro boys 
shouting cries of "Fire! Fire!" 

• 'oilis rushed to the P\rc Depart- 
ment and had a hard time arousing the 
force.
